DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1 and 3-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ebersole 
(US 2002/0159260.) 

Ebersole teaches in figure 4 a projection display device, comprising: 
A casing (16); 
A lamp (44); 

An optical engine, installed in said casing (prism 20, functions as an optical 
engine configuring the outgoing light in a unique pattern, although part of it is exposed to 
air it is still covered at least partially by said casing and can be considered to be installed 
in the casing); and

A lamp cooling apparatus (fan 40), installed in said casing, the lamp cooling 
apparatus comprising a fan (40) and recess (area beneath the fan that curves towards the 
bottom of the display device) formed on the casing, said fan being installed between said 
lamp and said recess, said fan being not inside said recess.

With regards to applicant's claim 3: 

See figure 5 which shows openings 36 and 32 (see paragraph 54 which teaches they are slots), if 
the fan is turned in the manner to bring air in through 36, part 36 would serve as an air inlet, 
while 32 would serve as an air outlet. 

With regards to applicant 's claim 4: 

The area bordered by 26 and 46 could be considered an enclosure, as is clearly seen, there is 
plenty of space for convection to occur. 

With regards to applicant 's claim 5: 
See above with regards to claim 3.

With regards to applicant's claim 6: 
The fan is clearly installed in the air inlet. 

With regards to applicant's claim 7: 

Figure 5 clearly shows that the air intake comprises of slots, which could be considered diversion 
plates. 

With regards to applicant's claims 8-11: 
See above. 
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With regards to applicant 's claim 12: 

Diversion plates are also present in part 32 (the actual air outlet is through part 28 and 32, 
accordingly ; the air is diverted by parts of the housing (plates) see figure 7. 



With regards to applicant's claim 13: 

Outlet 32 is not disposed directly above the fan.
